I still have the $lj..00 Maryland note since I haven’t mentioned 
to anyone other than you that I am willing to trade the piece for 
other colonial notes. 

I am not particularly interested in the three Pennsylvania 
notes that tou listed in Tr our letter since I already have them in 
my collection. I would only be interested in the notes if they 
bear signatures that X do not already have, and even then it would 
be only a slight interest. 

In order to give vou a better idea of what I will accept in 
trade for the June 8, 1780 note, I will enclose a list of several 
of the issues that are of particular interest to me.

Thank you for your letter and for sending the photocopies 
to me . 

I had reached my decision to trade the Maryland note to 
you for your two Yorktown notes only after considering certain 
facts. In 1961}. I purchased an uncirculated Yorktown note from 
Mr. Douglas for $100.00 and in 1966 I purchased an uncirculated 
$1/10, October 17, I7B0 Maryland note (page 121 in your book) 
for $14.50 .00. The few other Yorktown notes that I own were also 
purchased for around $100.00 each. I feel that your Yorktown 
notes would sell for $150.00 to $200.00 each and my Maryland 
note with its defects would sell for around $350.00. Both values 
are, of course, based on Mr. Douglas’ prices. Mr. Picker’s 
orices are slightly higher than Mr. Douglas’ but both place 
about the same rarity rating on their material. When I placed 
a trade value of $200.00 on my note I had thought that I would 
be able to trade it for a note not quite equal in rarity but in 
uncirculated condition. I did not use Mr. Douglas’ or Mr. Picker 
prices as a guide. 

I wish that I could say that I will trade my Maryland note 
for only one of the Yorktown notes but it was very difficult 
for me to obtain the Maryland note and the cost of the note was 
too high to permit me to trade it for only one Yorktown note. 

If you would like to see the Maryland note, I will send it to 
you to examine. PerhaDs you will find that it is not what you 
would like to have for your collection. At any rate, I would 
^ Ve to either consummate a trade during the next two weeks or 
J ile m Y note away for a possible trade in the near future. The

Thank you for your prompt reply to my letter. I»m not 
the person who you consider to be an expert on lottery tickets. 
The 18th century lottery tickets issued by Henry William Stiegel 
are the only ones that are of interest to me. 

If you wish, when I acquire the 17^i| Pennsylvania note I 
will send it to you to examine. After you examine the note you 
mav then tell me what you are willing to trade. The note is 
very nice and I can assure you that if I were collecting cir- 
culated notes this one would surely find a permanent olace in 
my collection. I, like you, do not sell numismatic items but 
hold my material for possible trades. 

Your letter is not very clear concerning a trade for my 
Maryland note but I have gathered from it that 3 r ou are no longer 
interested in acquiring the note for your collection. If I 
am correct in my assumption, I will try to consummate a trade 
with another collector who has expressed an interest in acquiring 
the note. The ’4.00 Maryland note does not exist in the F.C.C. 
Boyd collection or several other large collections and for this 
reason I thought that you right be pleased and somewhat anxious 
to acquire it. I will admit that two uncirculated Yorktown 
notes in trade for the Maryland note might be asking: for a little 
too much, but certainly only one Yorktown note would not be fair 
to me. What do you consider to be fair to both of us in a trade 
"plus cash for the two Yorktown notes and a trade plus cash for 
■'he Maryland note. I suppose that if we can not arrive at a 
satisfactory trade now it will be hopeless in the future on 
some exceedingly rare material. 


What you have said concerning fancy prices is very true 
but I think that both of us base our values on prices established 
by Mr. Picker and Mr. Douglas. Almost all numismatic material 
is over priced in the books but unfortunately profits based on 
these inflated prices are not enough for many dealers. Too 
many dealers add 5> 0 % or more to the guide values and as a result 
very false values are established. The reputable dealers who 
are satisfied with a fair and reasonable profit have been hurt 
seriously for they can no longer afford to purchase material 
for resale. 

Please let me hear from you concerning whether you would 

like me to send the 17kk note to you to examine and also whether 
you want to consummate the trade for the Maryland note.

As far as our Maryland Continental proposed trade 
is concerned, I feel that your Maryland note is v/orth lh 
Yorktown Continentals and instead of involving the trans- 
ection with cash, perhaps when you get the I 7 I 4 I 1 Pennsylvania 
note we can find you other uncirculated things you would like. 
I even have Georgia uncirculated pieces in duplicate. 

I am struggling with the matter of whether any Con- 
tinental notes could have been printed at the Cloisters in 
Ephrata, Pennsylvania. I stated that they were in my book. 

I think I am wrong. Some of the Yorktowns were printed in 
York but others probably in Philadelphia. The logic is that 
Hall end Sellers, who were printing the notes, would not have 
let their press go to Ephrata. They did operate in York 
fof a while. Do you have any information or references which 
could clarify these problems for me?

I visited the Ephrata Cloister yesterday to see if I could 
obtain some information that might be of help to you in solving 
the mystery surrounding the February 26, 1777 Continental issue. 
I spoke to Dr. Stauffer, the gentleman who occasionally operates 
the printing press at the Cloister, but he was not able to 
furnish very much information. Mr. Stauffer is a fine old gen- 
tleman of 73 who knows a great deal about the printing trade 
and about the Seventh Day Baptists. I also spoke to Mr. Kraft, 
curator of the Cloister, and again I was able to learn very 
little that might verify your statement. I intend to do some 
research on the question and if evidence exists that will verify 
your original belief, I’m sure that I will find it. I have a 
friend who is a recognized authority on Lancaster County’s 
early history and I intend to enlist his help. I’ll notify 
you as soon as we have information of importance. 

The value of 1-g- Yorktown notes that you have placed on 
my Maryland note is satisfactory, but I prefer that we consum- 
mate a trade for your two Yorktown notes’ on a basis of cash 
plus my Maryland note. I am primarily interested in Pennsyl- 
vania ^and Continental notes and this plus my dislike for having 
negotiations drag on prompts me to ask that we complete one 
exchange at a time. Suppose we place a dollar value on your 
Yorktown notes of &250.00 each, or #£00.00 for the two notes. 





This would mean that my Maryland note would be valued at $375.00. 

I propose that I send my Maryland note and a check for $125.00 
to you and that you in turn send the two Yorktown notes to me. 

If after we have examined the notes we are both satisfied with 
what we have received our exchange may then be considered complete. 
I believe that the dollar value is very fair. 

I spoke to John Ford a few days ago concerning trading a 
shekel of the First Jewish Revolt to him and I expect that^trade 
to take some time to complete. Also, he would like to have the 
Vermont Britannia if I decide to part with it, and again a lengthy 
negotiation can be expected. I traded a Blake and Company inscot 
to Mr. Ford two years ago and that took quite some time to accom- 
plish. I’m sure that you can see how frustrating it is when one 
tries to consummate a trade for two early Pennsylvania notes, a 
trade for two Yorktown notes, a trade involving a shekel, a trade 
involving a Ryder 13, and a trade for an exceedingly rare Penn- 
sylvania note and the progress is very, very slow. "The rare 
Pennsylvania is one that I just discovered as being available. 

Please give some thought to my proposed exchange and let 
me hear from you at your convenience.
